DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of claims 8-1 5 and 26 in Paper No. 2/09/2004 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 - 
7, 16-25 and 27-29 to an invention and a species non-elected without traverse. 
Accordingly, claims 1-7, 16-25 and 27-29 have been cancelled. 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

On page 13, line 3 -3 shows— has been deleted and "3A and 3B show" has been 
inserted.

A. Claims 8-1 5 and 26 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest a display including front and back hinged flaps, a 
lenticular screen, spacers between the screen and the inner surface of the back flap

forming a sleeve, and a thin sliding tray for housing a replaceable image card in the 
sleeve and attached to a front flap or handle such that when the flap is opened or the 
handle moved the tray is pulled under the screen.
